mentality. He went for reputation rather than form 
and Germany sufiered dearly. Not only did Rum- 
menigge get hardly a kick in the first half, but he 
had no understanding at all with Allofs. , 

It was only after Voeller came on at half time that 
Germany became effective up front. Voeller headed 
the ball down to Rummenigge to push it over the 
line and then Voeller scored himself with a close- 
range header with eight minutes to go. 

The score was 2-2 and extra time was a distinct 
possibility. 

But Burruchaga was hungry. His close friend, Die- 
go Maradona, had been cut out of the match by 
Lothar Matthaeus, just as the Germans had nullified 
Michel Platini of France. Burruchaga and Mara- 
dona had supplied passed te each other to break 
down defences throughout the series. 

In 1981 Burruchaga was in the Argentinian team 
that came to Australia to defend the World Youth 
Championship it had won in Japan two years earlier. 
Burruchaga scored from a penalty in the opening 
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“We Also Deliver’’ 
in Metropolitan Area.

round of the 1981 series, but goals by Mark Koussas 
and Ian Hunter gave Australia a sensational 2-1 
victory. 

Now, in front of 114,600 people at the Azteca, Bur- 
ruchaga held his country’s fate in his hands as he 
stermed towards goal in the 85th minute. Goalkeep- 
er Toni Schumacher came out too late, Burruchaga 
slipped the ball past him and the score was 3-2, 

Argentina had won the World Cup — and yet only 
days earlier, the world’s press had carried the sena- 
tional story of how the Argentinians fixed their 
match against Peru during the 1978 World Cup se- 
ries. Despite those allegations, Argentina and Peru 
remain members of FIFA, and Argentina, what’s 
more, is the world champion. 

Let’s look at the type of soccer that was glorified 
in the world’s most important game: cautious, calcu- 
lating, defensive. Argentina showed much more skill 
and verve than Germany, but not the way it did in

1978; net the way the Germans and the Dutch did in 
1974; certainly not like Brazil in 1970 — not even like 
Italy in 1982. 

Germany, or rather Voeller, made a game of it 
finally by drawing level at 2-2 but this was not a 
great game, Argentina is a good, efficient team but 
not a great one and Germany, apart from lacking 
flair, was also let down badly by goalkeeper Schu- 
macher. Brazil and France were the best teams of 
1986, regardless of the final outcome. 

Matthaeus, the man detailed to pick up Maradona 
whenever he made a move, was the first to be hurt, 
suggesting that the little man was not short of close 
friends, 

The Germans had left out a midfield runner, Rolf, 
and recalled Berthold to restore pace and penetra- 
tlon to their right wing. He it was who showed signs 
of breaking the early stalemate as the teams care- 
aay sized one another up either side of the halfway 
ine, 

With Argentina looking nervous and the Germans 
approaching the game with their usual phlegm it 
was nearly 20 minutes before the studious pattern of 
play was interrupted. Then Brown broke up a neat 
piece of German passing by fouling Briegel just out- 
side the penalty area, After the referee had ordered 
the free-kick to be retaken because the defenders 
had not retreated the proper distance, Maradona 
threw a tantrum and was shown the game’s first 
yellow card.

Then Burruchaga’s free-kick from the right swung 
away from Schumacher who was left punching thin 
air as the unmarked Brown headed the simplest of 
goals at the far post. After the way they had de- 
fended throughout the tournament it was a remark- 
ably elementary way for the Germans+to fall behind. 

Now they struggled to find a*higher gear as Ma- 
gath and Eder consistently found themselves pres- 
surised on the ball in midfield. As the Germans lum- 
bered in greater numbers the njre likely they were 
to be caught thinly covered at the back. This is pre- 
cisely what happened in the 56th minute when Ar- 
gentina scored their second goal. 


One tight turn by Maradona near the centre circle 
was enough to expose the Germans completely on 
the left. Maradona found Enrique, whose pass re- 
leased Valdano on a clear run at Schumacher. Cool 
finishing has not been Valdano’s forte in the World 
Cup but now he calmly drew thé goalkeeper off his 
line and slipped the ball past him inside the far post. 

Beckenbauer promptly took off Magath and 
brought on the old battering ram, Hoeness — a sign, 
perhaps, that West Germany realised they were 
done for. But then it is never all over for the Ger- 
mans. Two corners from Brehme on the left were all 
that they needed to bring the scores level with goals 
in the 74th and 84th minutes. First Veeller headed 
down into space for Rummenigge to flick the ball 
past Pumpido. But Berthold met the next corner at 


the far post and this time nodded it down for Voeller 
to equalise. 


Well done, Argentina — Beckenbauer 


With the Aztec Stadium in an uproar of excite- 
ment, Argentina somehow managed to keep their 
heads. The next minute, with Germany fully com- 
mitted to attack, Maradona sent Burruchaga clear 
with a pass over the halfway line. Burruchaga ran 
fully 5@ yards to beat Schumacher, and Argentina 
had survived yet another of those German recover- 
ies which in the past have so often thwarted teams 
on the brink of victory. 

Argentina’s victory meant that South American 
teams have now won seven of the 13 world cups. 
European teams have won six. 

West Germany was bidding to become the first 
European team to win the trophy on the American 
continent. 

It was playing in a record fifth final and lost for 
the second straight time after being beaten 3-1 by 
Italy in Spain four years ago. 

Beckenbauer said: “Argentina deserved to win. It 
is a great time. It is not only Maradona, they have 10 
other great players. 

“We did everything to keep Maradona out of the 
game. In the second half we had to switch Mattaeus 
into the offensive line and that’s why (Karl-Heinz) 
Foerster took over. 


“I don’t think Maradona decided this game. We 
weren't careful and we punished ourselves with our 
own mistakes, 


“They really had only three good shots at the goal 
and, unfortunately, all three were goals,

“We could have been the champions too, but I 
sincerely congratulate Argentina. 

“When we scored the equalising goal, I felt we 
fully controlled the game, but the crowd noise made 
it impossible to shout instructions to my players. 

“They made a mistake by not pulling back more 
into defence after our second goal. 

' “We gambled in defence in the end and we paid for 
t, 

“We gave them a great fight, we came back to tie 
and we could have been the winners.” 

Beckenbauer said he felt the second Argentine 
goal was offside and said the final had not been a 
great one. 

Argentine coach Carlos Bilardo said: “I always 
thought soccer was a team game and this side played 
as a team to win the world championship. 

“People in Argentina must not get used to the idea 
that although it is important to have individual play- 
ers, the strength of the teams as a group is more 
important.” 

Goalscorer Jose Luis Brown said he was a reli- 
gious person and had kissed a medal given to him by 
his child seconds before netting. 

“I said to myself: “I'm going to do it,” Brown said. 

Maradona said: “I do not feel like the best player 
in the world, but just like being world champion. 

“With this victory we have shut up those who had 
criticised us in Argentina. 

“The team showed great spirit when Germany un- 
deservedly tied it at 2-2,”

France, presenting a face for the fu- 
ture, claimed third place in the World 
Cup when it scored twice in extra time 
to beat Belgium 4-2 in a lively play-off 
match. 

France left out Michel Platini and Alain Gir- 
esse, the inspiration of its greatest years, and 
made seven changes from the side beaten 2-0 
by West Germany in the semifinals. 

The new-look sidé recovered from the heart- 
break of that second successive World Gup 
semifinal defeat and went one better than in 
1982 when it was defeated 3-2 by Poland in the 
third-place match. It also finished third in 
1958. 

Belgium appeared to go into the match with 
the more earnest ambition, making only 
change from the eleven that started the semifi- 
nal against Argentina. 

Their determination was reflected in a 
strong start in which they took an 11th-minute 
lead through Jan Ceulemans, their captain and 
midfield peneral who once again produced the 
outstanding form which helped his side 
achieve its fine and unexpected run to the 
semifinals. 

France hit back twice to lead 2-1 at halftime 
and although Belgium equalised late in the 
second half through Nico Claesen, it was 
France that proved the more durable and 
sealed victory in extra time. 

Jean-Marc Ferreri and Jean-Pierre Papin 
scored in the 27th and 43rd minute for 
France, but it was Bernard Genghini a min- 
ute before the intervals of extra time and 
Manuel Amoros from the penalty spot four 
minutes into the second period who finally 
killed off the Belgian challenge. 

Ceulemans gave his Side its early lead when 
he left Amoros and big central defender Yvon 
Le Roux helplessly in his wake, surged into the 
penalty area and flicked his shot past goal- 
keeper Albert Rust, who was making his full 
international debut after his long sojourn as 
understudy to Joel Bats. 

France hit back and equalised when winger 
Bruno Bellone, always a danger in attack, 
found Philippe Vercruysse who, whether by 
luck or judgement, juggled the ball on to Fer- 
reri who buried his close-range shot firmly in 
the net 

Papin made amends for early lapses — most 
notably a golden 10th-minute chance which he 
drove wide from point-blank range — and put 
France 2-] up in the 43rd minute when he beat 
Belgian goalkeeper Jean-Marie Pfaff at the

end of a move featuring Bellone and Genghini 

The stocky little striker, who played along- 
side Ceulemans in the Belgian first division 
last season, made no mistake lurking on the 
right side inside the box as he slotted his shot 
home. 

Belgium, however, was not to be dismissed 
without a fight and hauled itself back in the 
73rd minute Claesen, profiting from disarray 
in the French defence and the service of Grun, 
Leo van der Elst and Danny Veyt, provided the 
final touch 

That was sufficient to send the game into 
extra time but France, anxious to catch its 
evening plane back to Paris, did not allow the 
match to go to penalties 

Bellone beat fullback Eric Gerets and wona 
corner on the left in the 104th minute. His 
Short corner found Ferreri, who relayed the 
ball into the goalmouth for Genghini to stab 
home, 

After 109 minutes France put the game out 
of reach for Belgium. Genghini sent Amoros 
away box and Gerets conceded a penalty by 
bringing down the French player. Amoros 
took the kick himself, hesitating a moment 
as if waiting for Pfaff to commit himself, and 
chipping his shot into the left corner. 

Maxime Bossis, 31 two days ago, making his 
third appearance in a World Cup finals like 
Platini, Patrick Battiston and Dominique Ro- 
cheteau, ended a decade of international soc- 
cer But France could draw some consolation 
for the future from the performances of Fer- 
Teri and Vercruysse in midfield in the absence 
of Platini and Giresse. 

French midfielder Luis Fernandez was sus- 
pended following his second booking of the 
tournament against the West Germans, while 
goalkeeper Joel Bats and defenders Maxime 
Bossis and William Ayache were also out of the 
opening line-up. 

France repeated the procedure it followed 
in 1982 when it flelded a reserve side in the 
third-place match it lost to Poland 

Guy. Thys, the long-serving Belgian manag- 
er, called on FIFA to review the penalty shoot- 
out system which decided three of the four 
World Cup quarter-finals. 

The 63-year-old Thys said of the shoot-out 
controversy: “It's a pity three of the four quar- 
ter-finals had to end that way. | know it’s not 
easy but I think the system has got to be looked 
at again.” 

The Belgians were one of the sides to win on 
penalties, beating Spain 5-4. 

Thys, in charge of the Belgian side for a 
decade and set for a further two-year reign 
after extending his contract, came out strongly 
against the third place match immediately 
after his team’s Semi-final defeat by 
Argentina. 

He dismissed the game as “superfluous” 
and, not surprisingly, was no nearer to 
changing his mind after the latest 120 minute 
marathon. 

It was the third time the exhausted Belgians 
had gone to extra-time in the tournament and 
Thys Said: 

“Playing off for third and fourth places and 
going all the way to extra-time is a bit much. 
We could easily have stopped at the end of 
normal time and have declared it a draw.”

Mario Zagalo, the great Bra- 
zilian winger, played in the 
1958 and 1962 finals and was in 
charge of Brazil when it won 
the Jules Rimet trophy outright 
in 1970, but he did not have the 
honor of Jifting the cup aloft as 
a victorious captain. 

Beckenbauer, who does not 
even hold an official trainer's 
licence in West Germany, cap- 
tained West Germany to its 
1974 World Cup win. 

Carlos Bilardo, a qualified 
doctor who learned his soccer 
under Osvaldo Zubeldia at Es- 
tudiantes de la Plata when it 
won the South American Liber- 
atadores Cup three times be- 
tween 1968 and 1970, provides 
an interesting contrast to 
Beckenbauer.

Maradona: best 
inthe world

Ever since he made his 
first division debut at 16, 
Diego Maradona pocket- 
sized Argentine was des- 
tined for great things. 

Three famous clubs — Boca 
Juniors, Barcelona and Napo- 
li — paid out a total of well 
over $US10 million ($A15 mil- 
lion) for his services. 

Fans in their millions 
turned out to watch the man 
with the miraculous left foot, 
but a mixture of injury, bad 
luck and petulance meant he 
never quite gave his all for 
club or country. 

Until, that is, the World Cup 
victories over England and 
Belgium which took the 1978 
champions into the World Cup 
final against West Germany. 

Maradona was the heart, 
the moter and the execution- 
er of his side, launching at- 
tack after attack, drifting 
past defenders like a ghost 
past blind men and treating 
two of the best goalkeepers in. 
the world with almost inde- 
cent nonchalance_ as he 
scored all four goals. 

“We were beaten by the 
best player in the world,” Bel- 
gian manager Guy Thys said 





Argentina’s World Cup coach Carlos 
Salvador Bilardo is soccer crazy and 
never turns down an opportunity to 
watch or talk about the game he loves. 

He once left home early on a Sunday morn- 
ing, telling his wife Gloria to put the kettle on 
for the “Mate” (herb tea) as he would be back 
Shortly with croissants for breakfast. 

Outside the baker’s he met a friend who told 
him that winger he should see play would be 
appearing later that day in Rosario, 250 kilo- 
metres north of Buenos Aires. 

Three hours later he phone his wife to say 
he was in Rosario for the game 

Bilardo, a qualified doctor, will stop at noth- 
ing to talk football. 

The ace in his pack, Diego Maradona, said 
he could not even resist it when they were 
watching the rock opera “Evita” in Madrid. 

In one scene where six men lined up side 
by side at the front of the stage, Bilardo leant 
over to Maradona and asked him which side 
he would kick the ball, adding “That (defen- 
sive) wall is a man short.” 

At dinner afterwards, Bilardo talked tactics 
with Maradona using the pizza as a pitch and 
olives and players 

Bilardo, on one of his many visits to watch 
Maradona play in Europe, went running with 
him one day and did the full 12 kilometres. He 
was exhausted but still turned to Maradona 
afterwards and said “now we've got to work 
with your right foot." Maradona has a magical 
left food but is ordinary with the right 

The 47-year-old coach told Maradona short- 
ly after he took over the national team for 
Cesar Menotti that the 1986 World Cup finals

“Give me and the See (physical train- 
er Ricardo Echeverria) 30 days and the World 
Cup is yours,” Bilardo said. 

The Mexico finals became the joint goal of 
Bilardo and Maradona, but it was not until the 
tournament began that it looked as if they had 
a chance 

Bilardo, an obsessive tactician, keen.on hard 
work and set pieces, barely scraped through 
the qualifying round last year with an out-of- 
form Maradona and a team lacking 
personality, 

When they failed to convince press and fans 
alike in several friendly matches ahead of the 
finals, criticism of Bilardo became so severe 
that only the intervention of Argentine Foot- 
ball Association president Julio Grondona pre- 
vented the Government's Sports Ministry from 
getting Bilardo sacked 

Bilardo, with full support from Grondona 
and his players, pressed on. His squad was the 
first to. arrive in Mexico almost.a month before 
the Start of the finals 

In May they worked hard on a system 
which Italy’s coach Enzo Bearzot has termed 
“Europeanised”, with man-to-man marking 
in defence and a midficld’which has excel- 
lent. covering and can change from appar- 
ently casual passing, keeping tight control of 
the ball, to lightning attacks with Maradona 
as spearhead. 

This system is ideally suited to the person- 
nel at his disposal, with three recognised de- 
fenders, six midfielders and only one 


could be his tournament 


after the semifinal, an opin- 
ion shared by everyone who 
saw the 25-year-old’s perfor- 
mance live or on television. 

History has not recorded 
the name of the scout who 
spotted Maradona playing for 
a youth team in Buenos Aires 
called “Los Cebollitas” (The 
Little Onions), but if he could 
be found he would surely. be 
given the freedom of Argenti- 
na’s capital city. 


Diego was born in Lanus, 
part of metropolitan Buenos 
Aires, but he lived most of his 
youth in Villa Fiorito, a work- 
ing class area of the capital 
where he spent his evenings 
kicking a ball around the 
Streets with his seven broth- 
ers and sisters, 

“I got my first football 
when Iwas five years old and 
I haven't stopped kicking one 
Since,” Maradona says, 


His father, a factory work- 
er, had to work hard to sup- 


port his large brood and the 


family remains a very impor- 
tant element in the life of 
Maradona, who has been en- 
gaged to a young Argentine 
called Claudia Villafane for 
some years.

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When he was transferred to 
Barcelona in 1982, Maradona 
brought over an entourage of 
40 family members and 
friends. He dedicated his 
goals against Belgium to his 
mother and father. 

A modest man who hates to 
be compared with Pele, Diego 
will talk proudly for hours 
about brothers Hugo and Lalo 
who are Starting to make a 
Soccer name for themselves 
back home. 

“Hugo's the only player I'd 
be glad to give up my number 
10 jersey for,” says the curly- 
haired Maradona who har- 
bours a burning ambition to 
return to Boca Juniors and 
play in the same team as his 
brothers. 

Maradona has worn the 
“10” shirt — the number also 
associated with Pele — since 
he started his professional ca- 
reer with the unfashionable 
first division club Argentinos 
Juniors. He agreed to join 
them only after being per- 
suaded that he would be 
wasted as an accountant, his 
first choice of career. 

The debut of the 1.65-metre 
cannonball caused a sensa- 
tion and it was only a matter 
of months before he was se- 
lected for the national side, 
making his debut for Argenti- 
na in a friendly against Hun- 
gary in the northern spring of 
1978. 

National manager Cesar 
Luis Menotti included him in 
the provisional 25-man quad 
for the 1978 World Cup finals. 
But Maradona was one of the 
three left out of the final Cup- 
winning squad, a crushing 
disappointment for the 17- 
year-old, 

The young man did not

speak to Menotti for six 
months but they settled their 
differences in time for Mara- 
dona to captain Argentina to 
victory in the 1979 World 
Youth Cup. 

His performance in the Ja- 
pan tournament persuaded 
Boca Juniors, who had been 
going through a lean patch, to 
out well over $US1 million 
($A1.5 million), It proved 
money well spent as Boca 
won the championship 
1980/81 with Maradona fin- 
ishing as the league’s top 
goalscorer for the second sea- 
son running. 

Maradona arrived at the 
1982 World Cup finals with the 
world at his feet and Euro- 
pean fans clamouring to see if 
all they had heard about the 
Argentine forward was true. 

Unfortunately, both he and 
Argentina blew it. The de- 
fending champions qualified 
for the second round, despite 
a 1-@ defeat by Belgium in the 
tournament’s opening game, 
but finished bottom of their 
group after losing to Italy and 
Brazil. 

Maradona shone only fitful- 
ly, and frustration with the vi- 
olent tactics of the 
“cavemen” — a name he gave 
to destructive defenders like 
Italy’s Claudio Gentile — 
caused him to make an early 
exit from the finals, after be- 
ing sent off for a disgraceful 
foul on Brazil’s Batista. 

But Barcelona had seen 
enough to pay Boca around 
$US3 million (A$4.5 million) 
for Maradona’s services in 
the hope he could take them 
to the league title for the first 
time in a decade.

Belgium’s World Cup 
hopes were dashed, not 
only by Diego Maradona, 
but also by the linesmen.

Belgium bases its entire 
game on the breakaway attack, 
so the linesmen's decisions ef- 
fectively made the Belgians 
impotent. 

On both occasions a man was 
through, with the Argentinian 
defence stranded. both moves 
surely would have produced 
goals. 

When they didn’t Argentina 
sighed in relief, and Maradona 
did the rest. 

Displaying majestic skills 
and exhilarating change of 
pace, Maradona scored twice 
in the second half. 


The brilliant Maradona, who 
also scored twice in Argenti- 
na’s quarter-final, beat the Bel- 
gian defence in the 52nd and 
63rd minutes, each goal the 
products of his sublime close 
control and deadly scoring 
instinct 


By the end, the Belgian de- 


~ fence was reduced to shirt-tug- 


ging, pushing and body checks 
to subdue Maradona as he 
turned provider for his 
teammates. 

As he Ieft the field, Mara- 
dona received a standing 
ovation. 

Shirtless, he leapt for joy 
before running down the 
players’ tunnel. 

Victory clinched Argenti- 
na’s third World Cup final 
appearance. 


In 1930 they lost 4-2 to Uru- 
guay, but in 1978 they beat the 
Netherlands 3-1 after extra 
time. 

In front of a near-capacity 
crowd on an overcast after- 
noon, the chunky Maradona 
dominated the match but re- 
ceived valuable support from 
midfielders Hector Enrique 
and Sergio Batista, whose 
physical commitment and 
mobility in Argentina’s fluid 
build-ups undid and outwitted 
Belgium’s resistance. 

The Europeans, who were 
making their first appearance 
in the semi-finals, provided 
spirited opposition, particular- 
ly once they had drawn the 
sting from Argentina’s opening 
assault. For short spells either 
side of the interval, Belgium 
was even in control. But, then 
Maradona intervened. 


He had given an early warn- 
ing of his intentions in the 
ninth minute when he pro- 
duced a searing 25-metre vol- 
ley which Belgian goalkeeper 
Jean-Marie Pfaff could only 
parry. The ball fell to Jorge 
Valdano but the striker usea 
his arm to nudge it into the net. 

Belgium fought its way back 
into the game, but was unable 
to open the Argentine defence 
on more than one occasion. 





can be proud of this team. Our 
soccer mentality is different 
from the French, not as beauti- 
ful but efficient, and that paid 
off. 

“Finally we played like a 
team.

As a spectacle, the game was 
a pale imitation of their epic 
semi-final in Spain four years’ 
ago when West Germany came 
from 3-1 behind in éxtra time 
to win on penalties 

Though the Germans re- 
main a team designed to suc- 
ceed rather than excite, they 
won more comprehensively 
than the scoreline suggests 
With goals from Andreas 
Brehme, in the ninth minute, 
courtesy of a goalkeeping er- 
ror by Joel Bats, and Rudi 
Voeller with the last kick of 
the game. 

France, which had earned 
genuine affection for its cava- 
lier approach to football, sud- 
denly found itself bereft of 
inspiration and showed the ob- 
vious effect of its physically 
and mentally draining quarter- 
final victory over Brazil. 

With a jaded Platini largely 
anonymous and swashbuck- 
ling striker Deminque Roch- 
teau sidelined through injury, 
France lacked its traditional 
invention and flair and the 
1954 and 1974 World Champi- 
ons won with disappointing 
ease. 

Just four days after he be- 
came the hero of all France for 
his saves in the penalty shoot- 
out victory over Brazil, Bats 
fell from grace when he pre- 
sented the Germans with a gift- 
wrapped opening goal. 

West Germany won a free 
kick on the right hand corner 
of the penalty area and Felix 
Magath tapped the bal} to 
Brehme who tried a specula- 
tive low shot which, although it 
took a slight deflection, ap- 
peared to carry little threat. 

Bats looked to have the ball 
covered but he inexplicably al- 
lowed it to squirm from his fin- 
gers and roll agonisingly 
across the line.

Voeller outpaced the exhaust- 
ed French defence to lob a 
long through pass over the 
head of Bats, run back onto 
the ball and slot it into the 
empty net. 


West Germany’s controver- 
sial goalkeeper Toni Schu- 
macher, who shattered French 
sweeper Patrick Battiston’s 
jaw during the 1982 semi-final 
in Seville, enjoyed a trouble- 
free first hour but ‘he was 
forced into action in the clos- 
ing stages as France launched 
a series of desperate attacks. 


Germany got great service 
once more from central de- 
fender Karl-Heinz Foerster, 
while midfielder Felix Ma- 
gath produced his best perfor- 
mance yet.

FIFA must, in order that the global game doesn’t be- 
come the global joke, do away immediately with pen- 
alty shoot-outs in the World Cup. 

That such a lottery should be part of international football is 
bad enough. That it should decide no less than three of the 
semi-finalists in a 24-team; month-long, quadrannual tourna- 


ment is simply inexcusable. 


As I write Brazil, Spain and Mexico are brooding, sitting among 
their packed suitcases lamenting the injustice, wondering 


why they deserved to go. 


And they didn't. Fair enough, perhaps they didn’t deserve to win 
é¢ither. But given the way their opponents had “won” their 
matches, who did? And what under such rules, did “deserve” 
have to do with the price of fish? 

Of those three quarter finals, so unjustly decided, it was the 

. result of the Brazil-France game which incensed me most. 
There was no justice in it, I thought, so I went back to the tape 
and took some match statistics, 

I felt after the game had ended that the Brazilians had the 
better of it, that they had created more of the chances and — 
goals apart — they should have won. 

The statistics proved that. There were a total of 21 clear, creat- 
ed scoring chances over the 120 minutes. They were, I empha- 
sise, created chances, not accidental ones of which there 


were only four. 


France’s goal, for instance, because the ball was deflected into 
the path of Platini, was an “accidental” chance. 

“Created” chances were ones where the opposing defence had 
been checkmated elther by inter-passing or individual 


brilliance. 


Brazil had 15 of those created chances, France 6. Brazil was the 
more offensive and had out-thought the French by more than 


double. 


Brazil took 21 shots at goal, France 10. France took 10 goal 
kicks, Brazil just five. In every way, where statistics can 
prove anything, the testimony is that Brazil was the better 


team. 


Curiously, in the amount of forced corners, France had the 
upper hand. France forced eight while Brazil forced six. But 
that, watching the pattern of the game a second time, was 
clearly because of France’s reliance on the quick break. 


Lico will 
always 
be a loser 


Men like Zico, Falcao, Soc- 
rates and Junior may 
never again tread the 
World Cup stage and for 
Brazilians that means 
there will be no place for 
them in the nation’s foot- 
balling hall of fame. 

“Unfortunately, in Brazil, all 
that matters in the World Cup 
is the championship title,” mid- 
fielder Falcao said. 

“Under that philosophy, 
whatever we may have done 
here in Mexico will never be 
considered an 
accomplishment.” 

Perhaps Zico is the saddest 
failure, a man‘of towering abil- 
ity who was included in Bra- 
zil’s squad for these finals 
despite a knee injury. 

He made only fleeting ap- 
pearances as a sustitute, in- 
cluding one in Brazil's losing 
quarter-final against France 
when he missed a penalty 

“So far as the World Cup is 
concerned, Zico will always be 
regarded as a loser,” Said one 
veteran Brazilian journalist. 


Tele Santana, the coach held 
responsible for reviving the 
brilliance of Brazilian football, 
has stepped down after his 
country’s failures here and in 
Spain four years ago when he 
was also in charge 


Santana felt the quality of 
the next generation of Brazil- 
ians was excellent 


He mentioned Josimar, Julio 
Cesar, Elzo, Branco, Alemao, 
Silas, Muller, Careca, Casa- 
grande, Edivaldo, Valdo and 
Mauro Galvao. 


“It is important that they 
stay in Brazil," Santana said. 

“Once they are sold to for- 
eign clubs, it’s bad for our soc- 
cer because they lose contact 
with our style of play.” 


Brazil would, as a rule, stroll 
forward with its precision 
game, an attack would 
break down and the French 
would break quickly, caus- 
ing the Brazilians to scurry 
back and intercept a cross 
or a pass in the nick of time 
to give away a corner. 

Brazil of course managed 
only one goal. It missed 
plenty, including that Zico 
penalty, and for that teams 
always get punished. And it 
is possible, as the Danes 
knew after their game 
against Spain, that you can 
lose and you can deserve to 
lose, to a team relying 
largely on the counter- 
attack. 

But that is now how Brazil 
lost. 1¢ lost, if you are pre- 
pared to be kind, because 
one French ball in the shoo- 
tout hit the post, bounced 
back onto the shoulder of 
the keeper and ricocheted 
i 


n. 
Or because Julio Cesar, the 
big centre back, was about 
three centimetres off tar- 
get when he hit the post 
with the last Brazilian kick. 


And it’s not the way Spain and 
Mexico lost either. But they 
were all out of the World 
Cup, four years of prepara- 
tions and expectations 
wasted. There were three 
national calamities be- 
cause of the shootout lot- 
tery, because of the 
expediency, not untypical 
of FIFA nor of UEFA which 
first came up with the pen- 
alty shoot-out absurdity. 


The penalty shoot-out after 
extra time was invented 
primarily for the European 
tournaments where, be- 
cause of Europe’s congest- 
ed club program, a replay 
was difficult or near 
impossible. 

In the case of those soul-de- 
stroying games in Mexico, 
there were three clear and 
unoccupied days between 
the quarter finals and the 
semi finals. 


Each of those games could 
have been replayed com- 
fortably and they should 
have been.

Emotions were running 
very, very high in the Bu- 
dapest locker room after 
the final whistle in a 
match which the Hungar- 
ian club should have won, 
but didn’t. 


The club's coaches, players 
and officials were uniformly 
scathing in their assessment of 
the “performance” of the ref- 
eree, the opposition and the op- 
position’s supporters. 


Coach Frank Arok summed 
it all up by claiming that refer- 
ee Richard Lorenc, who also 
controlled the first round clash 
between the two sides, has 
caused his club to miss out on 
no less than three competition 
points in the two matches. 


“In the first match he al- 
lowed two illegal goals by Cro- 
atia, one scored after a push by 
Jurin on one of our defenders 
and the other when several of 
their players were glaringly 
off-side,"’ a seething Arok 
alleged. 


“So what happened today? 
Skeen scores from about 30 
metres with a high shot into 
their net and he disallows it for 
alleged off-sidé in a situation 
when none of our players could 
possibly have interfered or dis- 
graced the goalkeeper.” 


He was backed up in his 
comments by bitter Budapest 
officials, players and sup- 
porter, who were also up in 
arms following an attack by 
more than half a dozen men 
alleged to be supporters of Cro- 
atia, on Budapest reserve team 
member Mike Boogaard and 
his wife, 

Boogaard was punched and 
kicked by his attackers on the 
“hill”, while his wife, who is 
32 weeks pregnant, was 
chased, jostled and elbowed 
by the same mob. 


The couple was eventually 
protected by members of the 
police and Mrs Boogaard re- 
ceived attention from St 
George physician Dr Henke, 
who later said the elbowing 
narrowly missed the baby, due 
in just a few weeks. 


“What sort of human being 
will attack a woman, and a 
pregnant one at that?” asked 
Budapest assistant coach 
Frank Lang. 


The unsavoury and contro- 
versial incidents could not dis- 
guise the simple fact that 
Budapest was easily the better 
side on the day. 


Its forward line, especially a 
skilful and deceptive Cotton 
and a hard-as-nails Olleren- 
shaw, who was almost impossi- 
ble to separate from the ball, 
caused untold trouble in the 
Croatia defence. 
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past fortnight. Especially in 
the way that a number of 
their players have regained 
their indomitable fighting 
spirit and have apparently 
moulded it with a consider- 
able amount of skill.

His time at the Spanish club 
was not a success as illness 
and the attentions of Spanish 
defenders meant he played 
just 76 games, albeit hitting 45 
goals, in two seasons. 

The first season Barcelona 
won both the Spanish and 
League Cups but Maradona 
contributed little after con- 
tracting hepatitis. He was 
showing traces of his best 
form in the 1983/84 season 
with a brutal tackle by Bil- 
bao’s Andoni Goikoetxea put 
him out of soccer for several 
weeks. 

The ankle eventually re- 
covered but Maradona’s mo- 
rale did not. He was sent off in 
a local derby against Espanol 
and then became the central 
figure in the near-riot after 
the Spanish Cup final with 
Bilbao, witnessed by King 
Juan Carlos. 

The resulting lengthy ban 
from domestic soccer, and 
the departure of Menotti after 
one season with Barcelona, 
persuaded Maradona that his 
future did not lie in Spain and 
it thus came as no surprise 
when he signed for Napoli in 
the summer of 1984. 

What was surprising was 
the fee — about seven million 
dollars, a world record for a 
player who was well on the 
way to becoming a possible 
genius let down by his tem- 
perament, an Argentine 
George Best. 

But his time in Napoli, 
where crowds average a Stag- 
gering 70,000, and his appoint- 
ment as Argentina’s captain 
seem to have done the trick 
and it is a more mature, less 
selfish Maradona who 
thrilled the crowds in Mexico.
